The archived Monument Record says that a pk nail was found as reported by Doug Curry on a survey of Deer Park for Bynum 
Fanyo. We found three surveys related to Deer Park. An ALTA survey of Seminary Lots 120, 121, Sarkes Tarzian Lot 3 by Doug 
Curry dated 2/2/1999 and recorded in cabinet HB, envelope 151 as Instrument Number 903166, the subdivision plat for the Boulders 
at Deer Park recorded as Instrument Number 2000020091, and the Sarkes Tarzian Subdivision, recorded in cabinet B, envelope 303 
as Instrument Number 175386. None of the above mentioned surveys depict a monument at the section corner. 


This corner is the point of commencement for the Chestnut Ridge subdivision by Kevin Potter recorded as Instrument number 
1987205772. It was accepted on a 2003 ALTA survey by Eric Deckard in 2003 recorded in cabinet S, envelope 205 as Instrument 
Number 2003033111, on a 2018 Route Survey by Gregory Quebe recorded as Instrument Number 2019002911, and on a 2019 
Route Survey by Matthew Healy recorded as Instrument Number 2019000846.

The origin of this monument is unknown. Per the witness ties on the archived Monument Record, the mag spike appears to have 
replaced the pk nail, the origin of which is also unknown. By deed, the northwest corner of the property to the southeast of the corner 
(1300 E Hillside) is 8 feet east and 25 feet south of the corner. We found an Archer rebar 7 feet east and 27 feet south. We accepted 
the mag spike with 2.25 feet of associated uncertainty.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North NAD83(2011), Indiana West Zone, Epoch 2010.0000, 
Geoid Model G2012BU7, Datum NAD83_NO_TRANS, US Survey Feet, derived from GPS observations utilizing the Indiana Real- 
Time Network (INCORS). Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground. Coordinate data was collected with a 
Javad Triumph LS Network Rover and a Sokkia Set 510 Total Station.
